"Mentor Headlands" was completed in September of 1989. I had 
used a photograph I had taken five years ago as reference material. 

I was enchanted with a group of teens and their determination to 
have a good time despited the chilly sunny spring day. Quite 
frequently I paint subjects that I find amusing, and this is how 
I share my observations with the world. I present glimpses of 
life that I have experienced, and I try to depict the glimpses 
realistically in form and emotion. I paint realism because I 
believe it is the only common ground between the artist and the 
audience at large, and because I find it to be the most challenging 
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discipline. I choose new subject that sharpen my skills, for I 
believe that without challenge, one stagnates. 

"Mentor Headlands" was exhibited this past November in the 
6lst Grand National at the Salmagundi Club in New York. While 
there, it caught the eye of Mr. George Gray, chairman of the United 
States Coast Guard’s Art Program (COGAP). He asked me if I would 
be interested in joing COGAP as an artist. After applying to the 
review board in Washington, D.C., I was accepted and am now a 
member of COGAP.
